In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, qualified 
by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the town Hall, on 
Monday, the Second day of March, next, punctually at 9 o’clock 
in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon on said day of meeting), to act upon the following articles, 
namely.

mittee to serve for three years, five Constables, one Trustee of 
Public Library to serve three years, one Park Commissioner to 
serve three years, one Tree Warden to serve for one year ; and a Sur- 
veyor of Lumber for one year ; also to bring in their ballots “Yes” 
or ‘‘No” in answer to the question: “Shall licenses be granted in 
this Town for the sale of intoxicating liquors?” 

Article 3. To bring in your ballots “yes” or “no” in answer 
to the question: Shall Chapter 807 of the Acts of 1913, entitled, 
“An Act to provide for compensating laborers, workmen, and 
mechanics for injuries sustained in public employment, and to 
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exempt from legal liability counties and municipal corporations 
which pay such compensation,” be accepted by the inhabitants of 
this ‘Town? 


Article 4. To bring in your ballots “‘yes” or “no” in answer to 
the question: Shall this town accept the provisions of Section 42, 
of Chapter 514 of the Acts of the year 1909, as affected by Chap- 
ter 494 of the Acts of the year 1911, which provides that eight 
hours shall constitute a day’s work for City or Town employees? 


Article 5. To see if the Town will petition the directors 
of the Bureau of Statistics for an audit of its accounts, in accord- 
ance with the Provisions of Chapter 598, Acts of 1910, and amend- 
ments thereof. 


Article 6. To hear and act upon the report of the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the Fire 
Department, and any other officers and committees of said Town.

Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, met at

The following report was presented by the com- 
mittee appointed at the annual March Town Meeting in regard to 
additional school accommodations. 


At the close of the Winter Term there was a registration of 
293 pupils in the nine rooms representing from the First to the 
Ninth Grades, inclusive. The building of houses which will draw 
112 additional families into Hopedale will make a large increase 
in the number of children and much greater than can be cared 
for in the seating space which remains in a part of the present 
school rooms. ‘The delay in completing the new houses having 
delayed the removal of the expected families, it has been impossible 
to obtain an actual census, and as a part of the houses are now 
completed and a careful census of the first 28 families was made 
about June Ist, the figures in those families indicate an increase of 
about 150 children to be taken care of when al) of the tene- 


22 


ments are occupied. A large proportion of the children will prob- 
ably be in the lower grades. At all events, this is the case with 
the first 28 families. Taking the school registration of April 1st 
above referred to, Grades 1 and 2 have practically the entire seat- 
ing capacity occupied so that provision is to be made for all of the 
pupils to enroll in these two grades. 


From Grade 3 up to Grade 9, there can be a few additional 
pupils accommodated in each room, but it will require four addi- 
tional school rooms to properly take care of the expected increase 
in school population. 


Our experience with our brick building which was completed 
in 1898 has shown that the size of school room adopted at that 
time is a suitable one for class work, and our school superintendent 
agrees that this same size will be desirable in the new building. 
A four-room building has the advantage of being capable of con- 
struction so as to easily provide for an additional two or four 
rooms without interfering at all with the school work in the four 
rooms which are built first, or making any material destruction 
necessary in the part originally built. 


We recommend that the Town take immediate measures to 
proceed with the four room building as above indicated, the hall- 
way and general construction being specially adapted to enlarg- 
ing later on if desired. 

As to location, the 56 new additional houses are all in the 
northerly part of the town, and as the new building would be used 
exclusively for the Primary Department, its location should be 
reasonably convenient to this new section. A lot now owned by 
the Draper Company on the westerly side of Park Street, and con- 
taining about one acre of land meets these requirements. It is con- 
venient to parties living on any of the new streets, or from North- 
rop, Freedom and Dutcher Streets. 

It is unfortunately the fact that everything that enters into 
the expense of building is very much higher than a few years ago. 
This increase is probably 50 per cent. in the total cost, and per- 
haps more. On this basis a four-room building having suitable hall- 
way for use with a six or eight room building later on will probab- 
ly cost as much now as the six room building cost in 1898. On 
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this basis, it would reach nearly or quite $35,000.00 including 
‘the purchase price of the land, and everything except furnishings. 
Your Committee are authorized to say that the lot above mentioned 
can be purchased for this purpose at a reasonable price. Estimates 
by architects as to the cost of a building of this size practically 
agree with the figure above named. 


We recommend that the Town authorize the construction of 
the new four room school building, and that the sum of $25,000.00 
be raised and appropriated towards it from this year’s tax levy. 
This will be ample for what will be needed between now and the 
Annual Town Meeting in March at which time the balance of the 
money needed, together with the amount for furnishing the build- 
ing can be appropriated and raised from the 1915 tax levy.

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Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should 
be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29, as amended by Chap. 280, Acts 
1912. 


SEcTION 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date 
and place of the birth, giving the street number, if any, the number 
of the ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or 
deliver the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice required by the following 
section is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were 
in charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or 
deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which 
the birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not be stated except at 
the request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the 
return. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to be 
reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the physician or 
midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, 
upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has been 
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properly reported to him. The report required to be made by 
this section is in addition to the report required to be made by 
the preceeding section, and as above provided, if made within 
forty-eight hours of the birth, the report required by the preceding 
section shall not be required. A physician of midwife who neglects 
to make and keep the record hereby required, or who neglects to 
report in the manner specified above, each birth within fifteen 
days thereafter, shall for each offense forfeit a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or registrar shall 
file daily with the local board of health a list of all births re- 
ported to him, giving the following facts; date of birth, sex, 
color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 


SECTION 6, Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

Batu House. 


Bathers to the number of 6474 have been in attendance this 
year, 5574 were male and 900 female.

PARK PLAYGROUNDS. 


Including as it does places for Base Ball, Tennis, Foot Ball 
and other out-of-door sports, this part of our Park System is al- 
Ways in use from the time of opening in the Spring till late 
_ Fall. The erection by the Base Ball Association of a “Grand 
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Stand” has added materially to the comfort of those in attend- 
ance. 


RoAapDs AND PATHS. 

New paths connecting “‘Rawson’s Bridge” with ‘“Maroney’s 
Grove” and the big boulder in the ‘Texas’ district with the 
“White Oak Spring” path have been completed this year open- 
ing up a new and interesting section. 


FEEDING THE BIRDS. 


Boxes containing food are placed in various locations about 
our territory, and a trip to these places after a fall of snow will 
show that large numbers of birds and animals have availed them- 
selves of the Town’s bounty. The snow about the feeding places 
being trodden hard and tracks of Partridge, Pheasant, Grey and 
Red Squirrels and Rabbits will be noticed coming and going 
in various directions. 


Gypsy AND Brown TaiL MOTHs. 

The suppression and extermination of these pests is carried 
on by this department with assistance from the Tree Warden’s 
Department. This year a much larger number of the egg clusters 
of the Gypsy Moth have been found and treated than during any 
previous year, and as a consequence the labor involved in this line 
of work has been materially increased. 


Frietp Day. 


The Annual Field Day of Draper Company Employees was 
held August 15th, and was as popular and well attended as usual. 


SKATING. 

During the winter of 1913-14 attempts to clean off the snow 
and flood a portion of the pond have been made, and while not 
as successful as we could have wished, resulted in giving the 
younger skaters an opportunity which they appreciated.

The financial report is presented upon a somewhat different 
basis from previous reports in view of the fact that the State Board 
of Education has insisted upon uniformity in methods of keep- 
ing school expenses in the various cities and towns of the State, 
and the sub-division in the present report is in accordance with 
the instructions of the State Board of Education.

The building is located upon Park Street, a situation which will 
be very convenient for the additional children to be accommo- 
dated, but which unfortunately is an extremely expensive piece 
of land to build upon in view of the large amount of ledge run- 
ning under the entire tract. A special report in regard to this 
building will appear in the next Town Report, after the build- 
ing is completed. 

To meet the added expenses of the new schools and to cover 
general school expenses, we recommend an appropriation of 
$19,500 for the coming fiscal year and for new equipment an ap- 
propriation of $1,500.

NEW SCHOOLS. 


It was evident a year ago that additional school accommoda- 
tions would be needed as soon as the new tenements were occu- 
pied. ‘The school census taken in September revealed the pres- 
ence of about one hundred children of school age in the new houses, 
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and several more just under five years of age. ‘Three rooms had 
been prepared to receive these children, and the accommodations 
have proved very comfortable and satisfactory as a temporary ar- 
rangement pending the completion of the new building on Park 
Street. It was necessary to discontinue the kindergarten in order to 
make room for a first grade. Of course the use of the assembly 
hall for its original purposes is somewhat restricted by the pres- 
ence of two schools, and yet it has been available as heretofore for 
the music lessons of the eighth and ninth grades and for some 
general exercises by other schools. 


‘TEACHERS. 


The teachers secured for the new schools have been unusually 
successful. All three are teachers of experience, professional train- 
ing and natural aptitude for the work. Miss Haven, who began her 
duties as principal of the Dutcher Street School in September, is 
fully meeting every expectation. She is a graduate of Smith col- 
lege and has had several years of successful experience. During 
the four months Miss Haven has been with us, she has easily and 
tactfully established herself as the natural leader of both teachers 
and pupils. Co-operation, goodwill, and a feeling of comradeship 
are absolutely essential to the complete success of any school 
system. 

An unexpected resignation occurred in the drawing depart- 
ment the very last days of the vacation, and Miss Isabella Hirst 
was secured to fill the vacancy. While her work in general is ex- 
cellent, she seems especially strong in mechanical drawing. For 
obvious reasons this is particularly gratifying. 

It is not customary in these reports to make more than pass- 
ing reference to teachers whose connection with our schools has 
ceased, but there seems to be sufficient reason for making an excep- 
tion in the case of Miss Hodges. It is doubtful if many pupils 
or parents quite realized how serious her physical condition was dur- 
ing the last of her work at the high school. With innate tenacity 
of purpose, she finished the year, losing but one week’s time, but 
she has not been strong enough to teach this year except as a sub- 
stitute for short periods. Miss Hodges will be remembered as a 
woman of fine personality and excellent scholarship and as a teach- 
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er strong in control and efficient as an instructor, qualifications only 
slightly impaired by ill health during the last half year. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


While it is seldom wise to make a specific comparison, it seems 
perfectly proper to say that the high school is under most excellent 
management. On the whole there has been a distinct gain in spirit, 
purposefulness, and achievement. ‘The last class graduated was the 
largest in the history of the school, numbering twelve. Four of 
these are now in college, one in normal school, and one is a pupil 
at the New England Conservatory of Music. It is to be hoped that 
Mr. Johnson will be contented to remain at the head of the school 
for many years. 

The fact that four from last vear’s class and two from for- 
mer classes are now in college, and all doing creditable work, leaves 
no room to doubt that the Hopedale high school actually does fit 
for college. It is a curious fact that a certain high school in 
the eastern part of the state is sending well fitted students to both 
Harvard and Massachusetts Institute of Technology every year, 
and yet is not on the certificate list of the New England College En- 
trance Certificate Board. Furthermore it can not possibly get onto 
the certificate list except through the actual attendance of some of 
its graduates at some college represented on the Board. Another cu- 
rious and somewhat misleading fact is that the best school in New 
England would be removed from the list if its graduates did not 
happen to wish to attend the particular colleges represented on the 
Board. A place on the certificate list means patronage as well 
as fitness. No citizen should presume to condemn a local high 
school because it does not enjoy certificate privileges unless he 
ascertains whether it is on account of lack of fitness or lack of 
patronage. In the case of our high school, it is the latter. 

As a rule the high schools, especially in small towns, 
are more likely to be misunderstood and to fail of due apprecia- 
tion than the grades. ‘There may be a reason for this, but it is 
not at all certain that the reasons usually assigned are altogether 
just. In a recent publication it was stated that two hundred sev- 
enty-nine freshmen in a certain New England college out of a 
class numbering four hundred forty-five had already failed in one 
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or more examinations, thereby becoming delinquents. Such a state- 
ment is of profound significance, and should challenge the atten- 
tion of teachers and parents alike. About a third of these stu- 
dents represent or misrepresent Massachusetts high schools, not one 
high school, but many. ‘The remaining two-thirds were prepared 
in high schools scattered all over the northern states and as far west 
as the Mississippi. The condition is serious, but it certainly is 
not peculiar to any one town or state or group of states. 

What is the real cause of such wide spread delinquency in 
matters scholastic? Is it true that the rising generation is really 
lacking in purposefulness? Must it be admitted that young 
people in their teens are too well satisfied with themselves as they 
are? Or is the true explanation to be found in too great interest 
in athletics—too much attention given to the development of brawn 
and too little to the cultivation of brain? It is to be expected 
that opinions will differ, but as for me, I can not believe that all 
of the weakness is to be found in the high schools or in the col- 
leges. I am convinced that the bulk of the difficulty lies in the 
mistake of mistaken or uncultivated ideals of the adolescent period. 

In connection with this subject, it will be interesting to 
watch an experiment which is being tried at the Agassiz School 
in Boston. Following a somewhat common practice, at the end 
of the athletic season each boy who has played on a school team 
is awarded a white A, the initial letter of the name of the school, 
as a recognition of his athletic achievements. Natural- 
ly these “‘Athletic A’s” are very highly prized. The new feature 
is granting a red A, an “Academic A,” to those pupils who have 
been neither tardy nor absent during the year, whose conduct and 
effort have been commendable, and who have a clean community 
record. ‘The relative popularity of these two symbols of distinction 
and the comparative eagerness with which each is sought will fur- 
nish valuable evidence as to the real character of the ideals held by 
the youth of today. 


SOCIALIZING EDUCATION. 


‘This is a phrase frequently used in current educational litera- 
ture, and, although its meaning may not be perfectly clear and 
definite, it always signifies something very different from the com- 
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petitive or individualistic conception of education. The old idea 


that knowledge is power and enables its possessor to get ahead 
of his rival in business, to earn a better living than his neighbor, 
to rise to a high station just as a pupil gets to the head of the 
class in spelling by going above others who go down is essen- 
tially selfish. ‘To counteract this tendency toward selfishness and 
individualism, some opportunity for team work should be intro- 
duced. It is desirable for pupils to unite for some common pur- 
pose where the effort is to achieve something for the group rather 
than for any individual. | 

Among the group-activities of the past year may be mentioned 
the means employed by the senior class to raise money for the 
Washington trip—a food sale, the annual concert, and the senior 
play. Mrs. Wood gave much extra time and effort to the prep- 
aration for the concert and Miss Day conducted all the rehearsals 
necessary for the play. The class, at least, should feel under lasting 
obligation to both. 

Another group-activity was the presentation of the operetta, 
‘Jack and the Beanstalk,” by the sixth grade. The pupils had been 
very carefully trained by Miss Hendricks and Mrs. Wood. Sev- 
eral numbers, including drills and folk-dances, were contributed 
to the program by the fourth, eighth, and ninth grades. The net 
proceeds of the entertainment, amounting to nearly fifty dollars, 
have been applied to the purchase of a victrola, the school depart- 
ment kindly furnishing the balance required. 

During the winter the eighth grade, under the direction of 
Miss Folsom, prepared and gave an original and very successful 
dramatization of Rip Van Winkle, at Parish Hall. 

The second week in June was set apart as parents’ week. 
A large number of visitors came to hear the regular work of the 
classes and to inspect the special work in drawing, sewing, and 
manual training, which was on exhibition. The character of the 
special exhibit, but not the extent, is indicated by the illustrations. 
The pupils took an active part in preparing and carrying out 
the week’s program. 

It is true such group-activities require time and might be 
carried too far. On the other hand they appeal to unselfish mo- 
tives, show the value of co-operation, tend to prepare for citi- 
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zenship, and reveal something of the nature and requirements 
of organized society. Formal and individualistic studies can never 
furnish this particular training. 


THE WASHINGTON TRIP. 


During the first few years of these trips, the majority of pa- 
rents and school officials regarded them favorably and many con- 
tinue to do so. There is an educational value in them which can not 
be denied, and it is not my purpose to discourage the continuance of 
these Washington trips. It is but fair, however, that parents should 
realize that there are some undesirable features. 

These excursions have become an important source of revenue 
to the railroads and tourist agencies, and therefore have been 
highly commercialized. Thousands of high school students flock to 
Washington during the spring vacation, overcrowding the cheaper 
hotels. Many of these young people have never been away from 
home before for more than a day at a time, and the sudden removal 
of the usual restraints and the exuberance of animal spirits natural to 
their age, carry some of them beyond the bounds of propriety. There 
is little or no occasion for anxiety as to the conduct of any party 
or individual likely to go from Hopedale, but there is a phase of the 
subject to which school committees are beginning to give serious 
consideration. ‘The issue which they raise is whether the responsi- 
bility for these excursions should be taken by the parents or by the 
school officials. The Waltham committee took the position squarely 
last year that parents should be responsible for their own children. 
Without doubt public opinion is drifting in this direction, and it is 
hoped that parents will look into the matter carefully before the 
class of 1916 begins its preparations. 


STAMP SAVINGS. 


The system was introduced in 1908, and without doubt has 
been worth whatever time and expense may have been involved. Ip 
the lower grades the interest is creditable, but more should be accom- 
plished in the upper grades. It would be a great misfortune for 
the older pupils to get the idea they are too old to save. The habit 
of saving and the consequent impulse toward thrift are calculated to 
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contribute quite as much to good citizenship and to the establish- 
ment of happy and comfortable homes as a knowledge of Hamilton’s 
ability as a financier or his plan for paying off the various State 
debts. f 

The sale of stamps in the various grades is given for the school 
year 1913-1914. It will be seen that the interest declines after the 
third grade and disappears after the seventh.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. | 


Between March 5 and the close of the school year, eighty-six 
cases of measles were reported. How many cases occurred that were 
not reported it is impossible to say, but doubtless there were some. 
Probably about every child in town who had not previously had the 
disease caught it last spring. It is not at all likely that so many 
cases of scarlet fever, diphtheria, or smallpox could possibly occur 
in a town of this size. No one will contend that these more serious 
diseases are less contagious than measles, but people fear them more, 
therefore are more careful. As a matter of fact, it is doubtful if 
anyone of these diseases is really more dangerous to children than 
measles. Practically the same number of children die of measles as 
of scarlet fever, many more than of small pox and nearly as many 
as of diphtheria. Whooping cough claims more victims than measles. 
There seems to be good reason, therefore, for urging parents to 
exercise greater care and precaution in regard to these two so- 
called minor contagious diseases. 

Of the most dangerous contagious diseases, it is the light case 
that is the greatest menace to public health. A light case of 
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diphtheria which the parents mistake for a common sore throat 
may expose all the pupils in a large school. If the child is not 
very sick, often a physician is not called and the case never receives 
a proper diagnosis. It is in just this false security that the greatest 
danger lies. In some instances it may not be necessary to call a 
doctor, but if no physician is called, the law requires the parent to 
notify the board of health of the existence of a contagious disease 
in his family, and imposes a fine if he fails to do so. It is not 
probable that many parents knowingly violate this law, but there 
is reason to believe that the majority of them do not know of its 
existence. Even a minor contagious disease should be treated as 
serious in its possible consequences if not serious in itself, and a 
light case of a major contagious disease as more dangerous in its 
probable consequences than a severe case. 


CONCLUSION. 


When conditions are ideal and co-workers loyal and kindly, 
then one’s work becomes a joy rather than a task. I can truly 
say that such has been the case during the past year, and I certain- 
ly feel duly grateful, however poorly I may succeed in expressing 
the fact here or elsewhere.

The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the twenty-ninth annual report and the fourteenth from the 
present building. 

We are following the plan adopted seven years ago and we 
call your attention to the report of the librarian, which gives our 
statistics of the year 1914 with some comparative figures of 
former years, also a report of certain other things which have 
come directly under her supervision. 

It is with great satisfaction that the Trustees call your 
attention to the circulation per capita in 1914, the highest we 
have ever reached, 12.64. The Free Public Library Commission 
of Massachusetts finds the average of the 407 libraries in the 
State less than 4 and thinks 6 or 7 a very good showing, hence 
12.64 is among the highest if not the highest figure in the State. 
This means 27,781 books have been given out and returned to 
the shelves during the year. It also means that more assistance 
must be given the librarian if we would keep up our library to 
its greatest efficiency. The librarian who points to her well 
filled shelves with pride, shows at once that she occupies the 
wrong position. ‘The librarian who presents figures like ours, is 
naturally the one who is sought by active trustees and your trustees 
feel they are to be congratulated that they have been able to 
retain the services of Miss Sornborger, who has received two 
very attractive offers during the year and who is considered in 
library circles, one of the ablest librarians in the State. 

The work of bringing the schools into closer touch with 
the library has been continued. “Teachers may give valuable aid 
to the library by stimulating and guiding the reading of the 
children and may also add greatly to the interest of the prescribed 
work by suggesting illustrative reading.” We ask for constantly 
increasing co-operation. 
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After a successful experiment with a loaned machine, which 
seemed to prove the interest of the townspeople in the Sunday 
afternoon concerts, a Victrola was presented by Anna M. Ban- 
croft. This has been used not only for the regular concerts, but 
has been used the story hour days to acquaint the children with 
some of the finest compositions and voices that are now before 
the public. 

An attractive picture of Vesuvius was presented by Mrs. 
Mben D. Bancroft and hung in the Trustees room. This was 
gratefully acknowledge. 

Under the will of Lura B. Day the library has received 
two most generous bequests : 

“To the Town of Hopedale, Massachusetts, the sum of 
twenty thousand dollars, in Trust, for the following purposes, 
namely :—to invest the same and the net income thereof to be 
expended by the Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library of 
said Hopedale for the benefit of said library, in such way and 
manner and for such purposes as said Trustees shall determine, 
said fund being in memory of Joseph B. and Sylvia W. Bancroft, 
and to be known as the ‘Joseph B. and Sylvia W. Bancroft Fund.’ ”’ 

“To said Town of Hopedale, the sum of five thousand dol!- 
lars to be held by said Town in Trust for the following purposes, 
namely :—to invest the same and the net income thereof to be 
expended by the Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library of 
said Hopedale exclusively for the benefit of said Library in such 
way and manner as said ‘Trustees shall in their judgment deem 
best, the same to be known as the ‘Bancroft-Day Fund.’ ”

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the eighth annual report: 


ASSISTANTS. 


Our list of helpers which figure under the name of assistants 
on the title-page are, with few exceptions, really called upon as 
substitutes only, coming in to do desk work at the hbrary in the 
absence of the librarian from the building, or while at Trustee 
or other committee meetings held in the building. The number 
is large that there may be some one able to respond to these irregular 
and unexpected calls. 

The greater number of those who thus help out have been 
for several years High School pupils, who after serving an ap- 
prenticeship of two weeks without pay and two more with less 
than the final amount, become regular assistants. Miss Rock- 
wood and Miss Fisher who began while juniors in the school, after 
two years with us, left town this last September to do college work. 
Miss Rockwood is taking the library course at Simmons and is 
the third of our high school helpers who has chosen to become a 
trained librarian. Miss Jeanne Butterworth, a senior, and Miss 
Dorothy Atwell and Mr. Clifton Burnham, juniors, have been 
selected as assistants—the last two still in training. 

Early in January the only assistant not connected with our 
schools, Miss Kellogg, took up work which made further service in 
the library impossible. She had been coming to us, whenever 
needed, for nearly five years and we have missed keenly her 
faithful, efficient work. 


CIRCULATION. 


Our total circulation for the year, including the South Hope- 
dale Branch, has been 27,781 volumes, a gain over last year of 
949v. at the main library and 597v. at the branch, and a per 
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capita circulation of 12.64 books. The average circulation for 
each of the 303 week days the main library was open was 79 
books. One hundred-forty-two books were issued on Sunday. The 
largest day was January 24 with 173 books issued, the smallest 
March 12 and Aug. 27 each with 33 books. The juvenile circula- 
tion was 22 per cent. of the whole. The per cent. of fiction cir- 
culated was 76, of which 40 per cent. was the newer one week 
fiction. 


READING AND REFERENCE ROOMS. 


The reading and reference rooms were open 303 week days 
and 22 Sundays, registering in all 8170 visitors, of whom 1944 
were men neither in school nor college—the smallest number of 
men recorded since the count was started in 1908. The total Sunday 
_attendance was 336, giving an average on Sunday (3 hours) of 
15 readers and on other days (5 3-4 hours) of 26. 

Using the Victrola given to the library by Miss Anna M 
Bancroft in January of this year, concerts have been held from 3 
to 4 o'clock the first Sunday of each of the five months of Sunday 
opening, with an extra concert in April. The total attendance 
was 296. The library is indebted to the following who, using their 
own records, took charge each of one concert in the order named: 
Miss Anna M Bancroft; Mr. and Mrs. F. E. Ball; Mr. H. N. 
Smith; Mr. William W. Knights; Mrs. A. A. Sprague; Mr, 
H. N. Smith. 


Books AND MAGAZINES. 


Of the 427 books added this year, one-fifth were juveniles, a 
larger number than usual, because this is the first year the “Sarah 
M. Whipple Fund,” given by Mrs. Howard W. Bracken to be 
used entirely for the purchase of children’s books, has been avail- 
able. With this fund 56v. were purchased. A special engraved 
book plate has been prepared for this collection, the expense for 
the same being paid from the year’s interest on the “Bancroft- 
Day Fund.” 

With the proceeds from the “Bancroft Fund” we have pur- 
chased the Biographical Edition of Thackeray in 26 volumes, 


—- - 
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each with an introduction by his daughter Lady Ritchie and many 
illustrations by the author and others. It is beautifully bound in 
blue morocco. The Mark Twain bought last year in sheets to be 
bound in red morocco is one of our most attractive special edi- 
tions. Six volumes completing this set of 25 volumes were paid for 
from this year’s interest on the fund, as were also the New Inter- 
national year book for 1913, and the New Standard Dictionary. 

On Dec. 31, 1914 there remained unexpended from the original 
$500, and accrued interest, given by the late General Draper in 
1900, $85.25. During the year eight volumes listed elsewhere, 
have been bought, making 206 volumes purchased to date. 

The library has been fortunate this year in receiving several 
gifts outside the regular funds. In November Mrs. B. H. Bristow 
Draper gave us 63 volumes, mostly fiction of recent date. 

Miss Anna M. Bancroft in addition to the Christian Register 
which she has given for the past eleven years, gave a copy of “A 
Far Journey’ by the Rev. Abraham M. Rihbany. 

Miss Grace Dutcher has given four numbers of ‘The 
Journal of American History,” adding to those given last year. 

The library received in September as a gift from the Trustees 
under the will of Mary Baker Eddy, subscriptions to the follow- 
ing periodicals: The Christian Science Journal; Christian 
Science Monitor; Christian Science Sentinel. 

An increase in the number of our foreign speaking popula- 
tion is responsible for the addition of 5 books in Italian and the 
subscription for the year to “L’Illustrazione Italiana,” an Italian 
illustrated weekly. The expense of this paper and its use has 
been shared equally with the Milford Public Library. Its use has 
been much curtailed by the European War, but one installment’ 
having arrived since the first of August. Beginning late in Sep- 
tember the call for books in Italian so far exceeded our supply that 
the Free Public Library Commission of the State of Mlassachu- 
setts, on request, promptly sent us 20 bound volumes and 6 maga- 
zines. 

These were received and put into circulation, Nov. 5, and have 
already during the eight weeks been taken from the library 36 
times, in addition to the use of our own small collection, since April, 
53 times. 
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Our magazine list has been carefully evaluated this year 
and a revision made for 1915. ‘This retains the same number of 
paid subscriptions, 55, with but few changes but with this distinct 
gain that now the old friends remain because of their proven worth, 
not as a matter of routine. 


SouTtTH HoOPEDALE BRANCH. 


It gives me great pleasure to note the banner year at the South 
Hopedale Branch, especially as its widened area of usefulness is due 
largely to the intelligent, faithful service of Mrs. A. F. W. Smith, 
the librarian, who from her home has circulated 2,868v. exceeding 
the number of last year by 597v. and of all previous years since 
first established in 1903. 

The library has been open 51 days, for an hour and a half 
each Friday, giving an average circulation of 56v. each day of 
opening. The card holders numbered 101 at the end of the year. 


WorkK WITH CHILDREN. 


Each pupil in grade six was taught, at the library, to use the 
St. Nicholas Index and the card catalogue. Both the freshmen 
and junior classes of the High School came to the library for help 
in its more detailed use. 

The summer story hour was made much more attractive this 
year by the use of our new Victrola. 'wo-hundred and seventy 
pupils from Grades III, IV, V and VI listened to the eight stories 
about King Arthur and his Knights. The third grade had the 
largest number present, 82, and the names of those present every 
time follows: Ruth Burbank, Edward Cannon, and Madeline 
Galloway, Grade VI; Anna M. Cannon, Hattie Tillotson and 
Letha Williams, Grade V; Helen E. Andrew, Florence Egan, 
Charlotte Kuhns,, Lillian Regan, William Smith and Ella Wright, 
Grade IV ; Madeline Cannon, Marion Franklin, Myrtice Metcalf, 
Marion Newton, Arnold Redgrave, and James Regan, Grade III. 

The plan followed for the past five years,.of grade courses in 
reading for the Summer vacation, with certificates for work ac- 
complished, was deliberately given up this year, owing to the in- 
creasing feebleness of the response on the part of the children. The 
library is always glad of the opportunity to furnish help to the 
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individual child in the selection of books or advise with parents 
as to their children’s reading. 


LocaL History COLLECTION. 


For two months, during mid-Summer, when the circulation 
is smallest, about half of the important local material, which has 
been collected during the twenty-eight years since the Hopedale 
Public Library was founded, has been put into a systematic form, 
available to the public. Scrap books were made of clippings and 
programmes relating to the town, its people, clubs, schools, 
churches, etc. The pamphlets and reports were classified, cata- 
logued and prepared for binding. It is hoped that during the 
same months next year this work may be finished for all the mater- 
jal on hand. This, however, will form but an incomplete collec- 
tion for the more carefully it is recorded the more distinctly its 
limitations are realized. Most earnestly we beg the help of the 
townspeople in adding to its fullness and value by placing such 
local material as they may possess at the disposal of the library. 

This collection has been increased this year through the kind- 
ness of the following: Mrs. Edward L. Osgood has given a 
pamphlet, made up of letters and newspaper articles, written by 
her father George Draper, entitled ‘Some views on the tariff 
question by an old business man, who believes in the American 
market for the American people’; Miss Bancroft has given some 
valuable newspaper clippings and three Alliance programmes, 
which completed our file to date and Mr. J. S. Henry and Mr. 
and Mrs. F. E. Ball photographs of local interest for the Hope- 
dale Album. 


EXHIBITS. 


The Library Art club has sent fourteen exhibits as follows: 
California Missions ; Cattle ; American Artists from the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston ; Twenty large photographs; Historic Virginia ; 
Buckingham Palace I; How we have bread to eat; Biblical 
scenes; Pisa; Studies of animals I; Venice VII; Buckingham 
Palace V ; Lancaster pageant; Four and twenty toilers.
